| LATEST NEWS FROM THE SEAT OY. 


WAR. 


Tho Glencarn, which arrived here this 
afternoon, brings English papers as late o8 
the 21st ult., thus beating the French mail 
by five days, Tho following are the prin- 
cipal items of news.concerning the war at 
the “Cape :— : 

The Balnorat Castle arrived in Plymouth 
Sound at nine o’olock on the night of the

The following intelligence was received 
by the Government on February 22, from 
Mr Austin, the resident magistrate at Quit- 
ing, Basutoland: 

“JT have just heard from. reliable sources 
that the Chief Mocrosi sent this morning to 


call up all the people who acknowledge him, - 


on the north-east side of the Orange River, 
to catch their horses, and come up to him; 
that he is tired of seeing the forces‘at Pal- 
miet Fonteing and is coming down to attack 
the place to-night, and kill all the officials, 
and sweep the country down to Tells, and 
stop our forces there.” . Colonel Southey 
has been ordered to move all his avnilable 
forces on to the. Basutoland border, to sup-

ULYSSES S. GRANT, 

Ulysses 3, Grant was born on the 27tb 
of April, 1822, at Point Pleasant, Clermont 
County, Ohio, His fother was of Scotoh 
descent, and a dealer in leather, At the 
age of seventeen. he entered the Military 
Academy at West Point, and, four years 
later, graduated twenty-first in a class of 
thirty-nine, receiving the commission of 
brevet 2nd lieutenant. He was assigned to 
the 4th Yafantry, and remained in the army 
eleven years,——was engaged in every battle 
of the Mexican war. except that of Buena 
Vista, and received two brevets forgallantry. 
In 1848 be married Julia, daughter of.Fre- 
derick Dent, a prominent merchant of St. 
Louis, and in, 1864, having reached tho 
grade of Captain, he resigned his commis- 
sion in théarmy. For several years he was 
engaged in farming near St, Louis, but met 
with emall success, and in 186i), he entered 
the Jeather trade with his father, at Galena, 
Illinois. © - 

When the war of the rebsllion broke out 
in 1861, Groot was thirty-nine years of age 
but entirely unknown to public men, an

Tho gun-boats silenced the fort, which 
gurrendered on the 4th, ‘before the troops 


artived. Grant immediately made pre- 
paratlons to attack Fort Donolaon, about 
twelve miles off, on the Cumberland River. 
Without waiting for orders, ho moved his 
troops to the latter point, and on the 12th, 
with 16,000 men, began the siege. The 
position was extremely strong, and tho 
garrison numbered 22,000, There was bard 
fighting on three successive days, and, on 
tle loth, Grant carried by assault tho 
works which vere the key to the place, _ On 
the.16th, the rebels surrendered unsondi- 
tionally 65 cannon, 17,600 small arma, and 
14,623 aoldiers. About 4,000 more had 
exaped in, the night, and 2,500. were killed 
ot wounded, Graut’s: entire. lors was less 
than 2,000, On the last day of fighting 
hls numbers unmounted to 21,000, This 


wos the first important succes won by 
the national troopa during the war. Its 
strategic resulta’ were marked ; tho. entixo 
atates of Kentucky, and Tennessee at once 
fell into the national banda, and the 
navigation of the Mississippi, the Ten: 
nesses, and the Cumberland rivers ‘wat 
opened for hundreds of miles, Grant wat 
made MajorGeneral of Voluntecrs, and 
placed in command of the Diswick of, Went 
‘Tennessee. 

In March, he wes ordered ‘to move up 
the Tonnesses river tewards Corlnth, where 
the rebels were concentrating a large army; 
he was directed, however, not. to attack 
the enemy. His forces, numbering 88,000, 
were accordingly encamped near Shiloh, or 
Pittsburg Landing, on tho west bank of 
Tennesse, waiting the arrival of General 
Buoll with 49,000 more; but on the 6th of 
April, the robele came out: from Corinth 
60,000 strong, and attacked Grant violent 
ly, hoping to overwhelm him before Buell 
gould arrive. 6,000 of his troops wore bo- 
yond sappotting distance, so that he was 
largely outnumbered,’ Roth sides fought 
flerooly, butthe national forces were push:

Two days afterwards, Halleck. arrived st 
the front; and assumed command of tho 
army, Grant remaining at the head of the 
right wing and the reserve. On the 80th 
of May, Corinth wad evacuated by the 
rebels, although no fighting had ocourred 
since Shiloh, In July, Halleck was made 
Goneral-in-Chief, and Grant succeeded hin 
in command of the Dapartment of the 
Tennessee, On the 10th of September, he 
fought the battle of Iuka, ‘whore, owing to 
the failure of General Rosecranz to cany 
out his orders, only an incomplete victory 
was obtained, The natlonallosa was 736, 
that of the'rabela 1,438. Tho strategy of 
thia battle was Grant’s, the tactica were 
those of Rosecrann and Ord, Subsequent- 
ly, Grant fortified Corlnth, and directed 
the operations whioh resulted ia the to- 
pulse of tho rebels from that place on the 
$d and 4:h of October, andin.tho battle 
of the Hatchie on the Sth, the commanders 
under him being again Koseoranz and Ord. 
At the battle of Corinth, the entiro national 
Joss was 2 $59, that of the rebels moro than 
twice as large. 

Immediately after the victory of Corinth, 
Grant proposed to the General-in-Ouief 
the capture of Vicksburg, and, receiving 
answer, onthe 2nd of November, he began 
a movement into the interior of Mississippi. 
While he threatened Vicksburg from the 
rear with 30,000 men, Sherman was sent by 
way of ,1ho Mississippi River with 40,000, 
to attack itin front.  Grantsdvanced with- 
out opposltion.as far as Oxford, fifty miles,

Chattanooga was 
at this 4imo beleaguered and almost sur- 
rounded by rebel forces, and the ormy 
of the Cumberland, which defended it, 
was in imminent danger of starvation or 
capture. Qn the 23rd of October Grant 
renghed this place, and on tho 27th, the 
battle of Lookout Valley, fought under hia 
direction, relieved the army of the Cum- 
berland. On the 23rd, 24th, and 265:h of 
November, he fought the battle of Ohat- 
tanooga, utterly defeating the rebels under 
Bragg, driting them from positions that 
seemed impregnable, and cap uring in the 
open field over, 6,600 prisonera and 40 
pieces of omillery.. His own loases. were 
6,616; the rebela reported 2,500. killed 
and wounded, besides prisoners, Grant’s 
force in this battle waa 60,000; that. of 
Bragg 46,000; but the enemy enjoyed 
advantages of position which oounterbal- 
anced the disparity, The victory of Chat: 
tanooga oyorthrow the last important rebel 
foreo west of the Alleghanies, and opened 
the. way for the national armies into

The romorlable series of successes which 
Grant had now achieved polnted him out as 
theappropriate leader of thenationalarmien, 
[n February 1864, the rank of Lieutenant 
General wos.created for him By Congress, 
and on the 17th of March, be assumed com- 
mand of tho armies of the United States, 
Having beaten all tho othor important 
rebel commanders, and broken in pisces 
avery otber great xebel force, he now pre- 
pared to encounter in person the army of 
Northern Virginia under Lee ; and, at the 
same timeby his subordinates, to occupy 
all the romaining forces of the enemy, 60 
that no rebel army could in any emergency, 
or by any possibility,’ auppoxt another, 
Accordingly, while he sent Sherman into 
Georgia, snd directed Sigol to penetrate tho 
yalley of Virginia, and Butler to oapture 
Richmond, be fought his own way from the 
Ropidan to the dames, On the 4th of 
May, ho ‘could “put. {nto battle 110,000 
soldiers, Lee contronted him with 75,000; 
while 30,000 under ‘Butler were opposed by 
‘the same number at Richmond, and Sigel 
with 7,000 fought Breckenridge with 6,000 
or 6,000, Before Grant reached the James, 
he had Jost. 6,000 men killed, 26,000 
wounded, and nearly 7,000 missing, ‘The 
losses of the rebela cun never be known, 08 
their records were destroyed, by their own 
handes but Grant- captured io this poriod 
10,000. mon (4,000 more than Lae), and it 
is probabl that the entire loss of the enemy 
was Littl, if any less than his, although 
Lee fought constantly on the defensive, 
|and, therefore, with immense advantage 
and security. The battles-of the. Wildor- 
neas, Spoitaylvonia, North Anna, and Cold 
Harbour were the hardest Grant ever 
fought; but, after cach, he advauced and 
Lee withdrew, Thoy cost. the national 
commander dear, butthey inflicted Josseson 
Lee from which he never reéovered, and 
thus acomplished the object at which 
Grant was aiming, He was moro anxious 
to annihilate Lee’s army than to effect any 
purely strategic reault, or even to capture 
the rebelcapital, for he believed that only 
by tho snnihilation of Lea could the re- 
bellion booverthrown, With this view and 
for this purpose, the campaign of the Wilder- 
ness was planned and fought, ae 

Whon Grant arrived in. front of Rich- 
mond, ho crossed tho James, in pursuance 
of the deign formed months before. But- 
ler ‘had failed to take the-elty, and his army 
was now joined to that which had fought 
its way ftom the Rapidan ; and, in June, 
the siegeof.
